They 
mysteriously grouped emblematical tig- 
ures, and were doubtless employed 
rather for the fancied interpretation of 
the will of God than for amusement.

called taroto, which are still extant in 
Switzerland and Germany, and in some 
parte of Alsace. They are unknown, 
however, except as curiosities. It isa 
Well established fact that the ancestors 
of the light-fingered Ah Sin were ac- 
quainted with the use of cards as early 
as A.1). 1120. 

Gaming and time-killing are not the 
only ends to which cards have been de- 
voted. The cards invented by the Abbe 
Gaultier, for the purpose of conveying, 
by mcans of a game, the elementary 
knowledga of history, geography, etc., 
are but a modification of the early philo- 
sophic packs, designed to assist the me- 
mory by giving locality to the ideas. It 
is not exaggeration to say that the mag- 
nificent Louis XIV. almost raised card- 
playing to an institution of state. It 
was introduced to the king and queen- 
regentin 1684, by Mazann, an Itelian. 
The result can be imagined. The ex 
ample set by the palace spread through 
all ranks ; out-door games fell into disre- 
pute, men became unhealthier aud more 
ignorant, auda sad eifeet upon female 
morality was perceptible. These are 
but a few of the ill-effects observable in 
countries addicted to card-playing. It 
is doubtful if anything in this present 
century has so adequately described the 
evil effect of this game aw the pathetic 
story of Little Nell’s graudfather is Dick- 
en's Old Curiosity Saop. 
Some investigators assert that the 
colors of carda are typical of the two 
equinoxes; that the four suits answer 
to the four seasons; that there still are 
in Spain for the heart a cup, the e:mblein 
of winter; for the spade an acorn, au- 
tumn; for the elub trefoil, summer;
